A FATAL COLLISION. 


The "Paper Train" Dashes Into a Freight 


Train at Orange. 


A serious wreck occurred on the Fitch- 


burg railroad Sunday morning at 6.15 
o'clock at a point about half a mile east 
of tho depot at Orange. A fast train com- 
monly known as tbe "paper train" ran 
into a freight train which was back- 
ing into a siding to allow the paper 
train a clear track. The paper train 
struck the freight on an angle, throwing 
the engiue of the paper train high upon 
a banking and demolishing twelve cars 
loaded with an assortment of merchan" 
dise. The breakman of the freight train 
claims that he went back with a lan- 
tern even farther than the required dis- 
tance but tbe fog prevented the engineer 
of tbe paper train from seeing the signal- 


The engineer of the paper train, M. W. 


Clements of Charlestown was instantly 
killed and his fireman, George Fowler, 
waa found buried fn the coal beside the 
overturned tender. He was terribly in- 
jured and it is not expected he will live. 
Other employes were badly shaken up 
and bruised but none were seriously in- 
jured. It is estimated that the* loss to the 
rolling stoc k will be about $40,000. 


Engineer Clements was about thirty-five 


years old and a man who had earned the 
confidence of his employers and the res- 
pect of bis fellow workmen. When he 
was a fireman on the road for several 
years he made bis he me in this city part 
of the time, boarding at the Mansion 
house. With the removal of the Fitch- 
burg freight yard to Williamstown Mr- 
Clements made Cbarlestown his perma" 
nent home.

Record Broken In the Relay 


Race of the Association 


Wheelmen. 


THROUGH" BAIN AND MUD. 


From One End of Berkshire to the' 


Other and Back at Full Speed. 


Bralnard Thrown and 


Injured. 


North Adams may well look with pride 


upon her Y. M. C. A. on this day, for the 
association has brought credit to the city 
through less than a score of its fast wheel- 
men. 


It has established a record for itself 


which will be looked upon with envious 
eyes by other associations in this state 
and at the same time has founded a pre- 
cedent for all other bicycle clubs in Berk- 
shire county, and one which it will be 
found difficult to remove. To the Associa- 
tion wheelmen of the T. M. C. A., belongs 
the entire credit of today's record and 
tbe members are exultant over the feat 
of the club's chosen riders who have raced 
their fastest from one end of Berkshire to 
the other and return. 


The sturdy growth of the "Wheelmen" 


since its organization this spring has 
manifested itself today in a most becom- 
ing manner to the credit of itself, to the 
association and to this city. 


The relay riders were found in readi- 


ness at their assigned stations down the 
country at an early hour this morning 
and each relay waited with the same 
anxiety for tbe other, promoted by the 
knowledge that the association's reputa- 
tion was at stake and by them individ- 
ually rested the responsibility of success. 
The same thought possessed each rider ; 
that the •'Wheelmen" had undertaken a 
hard task and looked to them to assure 
its accomplishment before the eyes of all 
Berkshire. The effort was a grand one, 
whether it brought victory or defeat and 
tbe association is to be congratulated for 
having such a strong corps of men in its 
ranks. 


The weather this morning was such that 


many people believed the race would be 
postponed and the number who witnessed 
the start was not as large as it would have 
been hod the sun been shining. The light 
shower this morning was just what was 
wanted to put the roads in good shape 
and the riders down the county sent up 
encouraging words to Secretary Lovejoy 
before the start. 


Three riders left this city at exactly 8 


o'clock and their departure was witnessed 
by about fifty people. 
Frank Bice took 


charge of the message which THE TRAN- 
SCRIPT sent to the Great 
Harrington 


Courier. He was accompanied by Arthur 
Gary and Ernest Greenwood and in a few 
moments tfter the pistol was fired by Sec- 
retary LovBjoy the riders were lost to 
sight around the bend in the road down 
State street 


The following is a copy of the message 


which was carried down the coantry: 


North Adams, Angt 81,1886. 


8 o'clock a. .m. 


To the Editor of the Great. Barrington 


Courier, 


Dear Sir:—Northern Berkshire sends by 


its speediest messengers its most cordial 
greetings to southern Berkshire, with the 
hope that we may all m6re fully realize 
how trifling is the distance between us 
and how good a thing it .'s to know and 
enjoy the whole of Berkshire from one 
end of the county to the other. 


May our relays always be as closely 


united and as ardently faUhful as are 
those of today.

THE NOBTH ADAMS TBAI.SORIPT. 


The 
riders reached Adams at 8.20 


o'clock and were met by a large crowd of 
interested persons. P. D. Powers end A. 
C. Simmons took the message from the 
first riders at full speed and they too were 
soon out of sight over the hill. 
They ar- 


rived in Cheshire at 8.39 o'clock and were 
met by Frank Rossman and Day Brown. 
The run to Lanesboro is probably the 
hardest wheeling along the route but the 
distance was covered in 23 minutes. C. H. 
Hubbard and H. E. Blake took the mes- 
sage from them at Lanesboro at 9.02 and 
started at their fastest speed for Pittsfield 
where they arrived at 9.20. 


Daniel Wells and Frank Bartlett were 


in waiting at Pittsfield and landed in 
Lenox at 644. Joseph Jarvie and W. 
Dennett took up the race against time at 
Lenox and rushed into Lee, arriving there 
at 9 58. Ralph Dowiin and George Tay- 
lor caught the relay on the fly and without 
the loss of a secodd started for Stock- 
bridge where they gave tbe message into 
the hands of F. Q. Yadnais and T. M- 
Brainard. ;The time taken was 10.14 
and the relay was four miuutes ahead of 
the record made in 1893. 


At Great Barrington the arrival of the 


relay riders was awaited with consider- 
able interest by the local wheelmen who 
gathered in large numbers in front of the 
Courier office. At 10,40 Vadnaia arrived 
and without any lost time Underwood 
and Watson took up the last relay to Shef- 
field. Vadnais was in fine condition and 
reported that his companion Brainard 
was thrown on Monument mountain. 


About ten minutes later Brainard ap- 


peared. His arm and knee was badly 
bruised and his side cut. 


Watson and Underwood reached Shef- 


field at 11.01 and arrived at Great Barring- 
ton on their return trip at 11.21. Branlard 
was too badly hurt to pace Vadnais back, 
and his place was taken by George 
Knight of Honsatonic. 
Knight was 


thrown before they got outside of the 
town. His right hand was severely cut 
and he turned back. The rain was com- 
ing down in torrents when they lett Great 
Barrington 
on their way back and

Vadnais arrived at Stockbridge at 11.11, 


covered with mud and soaked to tho skin 
but by no means was he exhausted. 
The 


return trip was made with greater speed 
than the down country run and th 
riders put forth their bes^ efforts to wi:

Powers carried off a large share of tbe 


honors of tbe race by bringing the mes 
sage through to this city from Adams- 
His pluck in continuing after riding from 
Cheshire was what saved the day ana he 
has won deserved praise and congratula* 
lions. Rico and Cary started from Adams 
but Powers held tightly to the message 
and the three riders ploughed along the 
rain soaked roads at their utmost speed- 
Powers distanced bis companions and 
when he came into view at the turn in 
the road on State street tbe sight caused 
tbe waiting crowd to tremble with excite- 
ment lest some accident might happen. 


He crossed the line at 2.11 o'clock and 


delivered the Courier's answer to the 
TRANSCRIPT representative 
amid the 


cheers of the spectators. The race was 
a hard fought one and the victory more 
gratifying than ever when the hinder- 
aoces from weather were token into 
consideration.

Nothing can be more 
certain than that tha cheaper money 
onlv will circulate. 


The United (States has thus 
far 


maintained its silver coins at parity 
with gold coins only by limiting tha 
amount, bnt with fri-o coinage of silver 
there could ba no limitation. Silver 
bullion in every farm will be pressed 
upon the mints, nnrl, with the mandatory 
duty of free coinage, silver dollars will 
Boon fill the chauuc's of circulation and 
the gold dollar will be hoarded or will 
be quoted aud sold as a commodity at 
about 194 cents of tho silver coin. Sil- 
ver will stand as the par value, and gold 
will be quoted at its commercial value. 


Let us contemplate for awhile the 


ine\ itable result of the free coinage of 
silver. It vrcwlil violate every contract 
for the payment of money made since 
Jan. 1, 1879. 
The resumption 
act 


wiiich went into operation ou that day 
provided for the payment in coin on de- 
mand of all United States notes present- 
ed for redemption. All forms of money, 
whether of silver or gold or paper, were 
then maintained at par with each other 
and have been BO maintained ever since. 
During all this period gold and silver 
coins at par with each other have been 
the standards of value of all loans, con- 
tracts or purchases, and the faith of the 
United States was pledged for their 
maintenance at parity with each other. 


Although silver bullion declined in 


market value the coins made from it 
have been kept at par with gold coins 
at the legal ratio of 16 to 1. Bnt if the 
free coinage of silver isauthoriz-.ed, then 
the market value of silver bullion be- 
comes the standard for payments on all 
contracts made in the past, present or the 
future. Four hundred and twelve and 
one-half grains of standard silver bul- 
lion, worth now 53 cents, can with free 
coinage be coined into a dollar upon the 
demand of any holder of such bullion. 
This dollar is delivered to the owner ot 
the bullion and IB not supported by the 
Bat of the government. The government 
does not undertake to maintain its rela- 
tive value with gold. The government 
stamps it "This is a dollar." 
Its pur- 


chasing power is 03 cent?, but its debt 
paying power is $1. It is to bo a legal 
tender for $1 of debt, but in tbe pur- 
chase of any article it is only worth 58 
cents, for the seller of the article can 
fix his price according to the kind of 
money offered. 


Great Injury to Creditors. 


When we consider the great amount 


of debt and credit that is unavoidable 
in a vast bnt now country like onra, we 
naturally shrink from any measure that 
will either rob the lender or do injus- 
tice to the borrower. It is impossible to4 
estimate the wrong and injustice that 
will he done to creditors by tbe scaling 
of nearly ono-half of debts due them. 
The vnry threat to do it will lead to the 
prompt and harsh collection of debts 
before free coinage can become a law, I 
am advised that already debts that 
would have remained uncalled for have, 
in fear of such a law, been enforced. 


It is certain that before a free coin- 


age bill can become a law the wide dis- 
trust caused by the pending of such a 
measure will lead to the rapid col lection 
of debts, the sacrifice of property aud 
deepen existing financial difficulties 
growing ont of insufficient revenues for 
the national-as well as for many state 
governments. 


The free coinage of silver 
will 


greatly injure the depositors in savings 
institution* and kindred organizations, 
who, according to official statistics, 
number nearly 6,000,000 people, and 
whose deposits amount to more than 
11,800,000,000. Will you cheat them 
by reducing* the value and purchasing 
power of the dollars they have deposited? 


Free coinage will alro wipe out 


nearly one-half the value of life insur- 
ance which provident people of the 
United States have paid to secure, in 
rase of their death, some support and 
protection to wife and children. It will 
affect injuriously the multitude 
of 


clerks aud employees who depend upon 
inonthly,pay and will xednco the pur- 
chasing power of all salaries of officers 
aud employees in the public service of 
the United States and of every state, 
county, city or township in tbis broad 
land. 


Worklocmcn In Greatest Dancer. 


But by far the greatest injury re- 


sulting from the free coinage of silver 
will full upon the workiugmen. 
Their 


rages are' now based upon money of the 
highest value—upon gold coin of stand- 
ard value. Under free coinage of silver 
the value of the silver dollar will fall 
to 53 cents in gold, or, as I have already 
said, the 100 cents ot the gold dollar 
will be worth 194 cents of the silver 
hollar. With free coinage of silver every 
vrorkiugman ought to demand eaonp. 


silver for his daily wages to be equal ttf 
the purchasing power of his present 
wages in gold. Tha struggle between 
the workiugmen and the employer will 
then commence, and no one knows bet- 
ter than the workSigman how difficult 
it la to get an advance of pay. We have 
strikes and strife enough now when the 
workingman gets his pay in 'gold coin 
or its equivalent, bnt what will he the* 
condition if he is paid in cheaper money 
of the same nominal amount, trot of less 
purchasing power? Every sentiment of 
justice will be on the side of tbe worlc- 
ingrnan in his struggle for good money. 
Of all the evils which a government can 
inflict none can be greater than cheap 
money, whether of coin or paper. That 
dollar is the best dollar thnt buys the 
largest quantity of food and clothing. 
That dollar is tho gold dollar, for it 
buys more food and clothing than any 
other dollar and will also bny a silver 
dollar for BS cents, if the coinage of sil- 
ver is made free at the ratio of 16 to 1 
of gold.

LUMINOUS 
BIROS THAT HUNTERS 


HAVE DISCOVERED. 


Tto Hcron'i Powder Paten, Which ttakm 


» *M Gudlo tla-ht—Bird* at M»d»aau- 
ear, Trtaldad and Other riaMS That S*> 
•MM nraspbenaeeae at WitU 
A belated sportsman returning from 


a day's sport found himself late In the 
evening on the edge ot a flat ov marsh 
which bordered the path. Die moon bad 
not risen, and toe darkness was so in- 
tense that be was obliged to move slowly 
and carefully. As he walked along, gun 
Ob shonldei, he thought he taw a traln- 
ber of lights, some moving, others sta- 
tionary. As they were in the river bed, 
be knew (hat they could not be lanterns, 
and for some time be was pnzaled; but 
being of an inquisitive mind he walked 
down to the water to investigate, As 
tbe stream was a slow running, shallow 
oi», he hftd no difficulty ia wading In, 
and soon convinced himself that the 
lights were not carried, by men, and 
were either ignes fotni or from some 
cause unknown. To settle the apparent 
mystery he crept as close as he could, 
took careful aim and fired. At the did* 
charge the lights disappeared; but, keep- 
ing his eye on the spot where they had 
been lie walked quickly to it, and 
found, to his nmazenifttt, a night heron, 
upon whoso breast gleamed the mysteri- 
ous light. The sportsman told me of ' 
this incident, nod, while I had often 
heard of the light on the heron's breast, 
I never before could find any one who 
had personally witnessed the phenome- 
non ; consequently I propounded numer- 
ous questions. The observer saw the 
light distinctly; first, at a distance of 
at least 60 yards, or 160 feet. There 
were three lights upon each bird—one 
upon each side between tho hip? and 
tail and one upon tbe breast. He saw 
the lights of at least four individuals, 
and was so interested that he observed 
then) all carefully, and as to their in- 
tensity stated to me that each light was 
the equivalent of two candles, so that 
when he aimed he could see the gun 
light against it. 


As to whether tbe bird had control of 


the light, he believed that it did, as he 
saw the lights open and shut several 
times as he crawled toward the bird, 
and he stopped when the light disap- 
peared aad crept on when it cnme 
again. Tbe light did not endure long 
after the bird was shot, fediug away 
almost immediately. 
In color the light 


was white and reminded him of phos- 
phorescent wood. 


Stories of luminous birds have been 


related by sportsmen occasionally, but, 
so far as I know, exact facts and data 
have never before been obtained on this 
most interesting and somewhat sensa- 
tional subject. A friend in Florida told 
me that he had distinctly seen a light 
moving about in a flock of cranes at 
night and became satisfied that tho 
light was upon the breast of a bird. 
Another friend informed me that on en- 
tering a •heron rookery at night- he had 
distinctly observed lights moving about 
among the birds. 


That herons have a peculiar posriblo 


light 
producing apparatus is well 


known. These are called powder down . 
patches and can be f onnd by turning up ' 
the long feathers on the heron's breast, 
where will be found a patch of yellow, 
greasy material that sometimes drops 
off or fills the feathers in the form of a 
yellow powder. This powder is pro- 
duced by the evident decomposition of 
the small feathers, producing just snch 
a substance ns one might expect would ! 
become phosphorescent, as there is little j 
doubt that it does. 
i 
j 


The cranes and herons are not the 


only birds having these oily lamps, if so 
we may term them. A Madagascar bird, 
called kirnmbo, has a large patch on 
each side of the ramp. The bitterns 
have two pairs of patches, the trne her- 
ons three, whila the curious boat bills 
have eight, which, if at times all lu- 
minous, would give the bird a most 
conspicuous, not to say spectral, appear- 
ance at night 


Some years ago a party of explorers 


entered a large cave on the island of 
Trinidad that had hitherto been consid- 
ered inaccessible. To their astonishment 
they found it filled with birds which 
darted about in the dark in such num- 
bers that they struck the explorers and 
rendered their passage not merely dis- 
agreeable, but dangerous. The birds 
proved to be night hawke, known as oil 
birds, and in great demand for the oil 
they contain, and it is barely possible , 
that these birds are also light givers, j 
The powder down patches of the oil 
bird are upon each side of the rump. 


As to the use of snch lights to a bird 


there has been much conjecture, but it j 
is thought that it may be a lure to at- I 
tract fishes. Thus it is well known that 
< 


fishes and various marine animals are 
attracted by light, and a heron standing ! 
motionless in the water, the light from 
its breast, if equal to two candles, • 
wouhl be plainly seen for a considerable 
distance by various kinds of fishes, who 
• 


would undoubtedly approach within the 
reach of the eagle eye and sharp bill of , 
the heron, and so fall victims to their ! 
curiosity. If this is a trne solving of the 
mystery it is one of the moot remark- 
able provisions of nature.

known that some of the higher animals 
also produce light at times. Renniuger, ' 
the naturalist, whose studies and obser- 
vations of Paraguay are well known, 
tells a most remarkable story of his ex- 
perience with the monkey known as 
Xyctipithitheeos trivirigatns. He was 
in complete darkness when he observed 
the phenomenon, which was a phos- 
phorescent light gleaming from the eyes 
of the animal; not the light which ap- 
pears in the eye of a cat, but shafts of 
phosphorescent light which were not 
only distinctly visible, bnt illuminated 
objects a distance of six inches from the 
animal's eyes.—Philadelphia Times

31.—Although 


somewhat fatigued from his visit tc 
the tomb of Gen. Grant yesterday Li 
Hung Chang was astir early this morn- 
ing, and at 7:30 o'clock was on his way, 
accompanwi by Gen. Ruger, mem- 
bers of his suite and others, escorted 
by cavalry and police, to the East 
Twenty-sixth (treat dock, where the 
United States dispatch boat Dolphin 
was boarded and the journey for the 
lower bay begun. This trip was to 
give the ambassador an opportunity 
of inspecting the white squadron, now 
•t anchor off Stapleton. 
After the in- 


spection the 
trip to West Point 


was begun. The great old Chinaman, 
despltu his age and the fatigue 
from his lengthy travels, did not take 
advantage of the Sabbath to gain a 
little rest. He arose at 6:30 o'clock 
and had breakfast. 
At 10 o'clock a 


delegation of thirty Chinese merchants, 
representing the Lee family in these 
parts, called on the ambassador to pay 
their respects. The delgation, which 
was headed by the Chinese consul, 
was attired in all the splendor of 
Oriental dress, and their pigtails were 
carefully groomed. The members of 
the delegation all bowed, almost to the 
ground, as they entered Li Hvng 
Chang's presence, and the great man 
returned the salute. The audience 
lasted for more than an hour and it 
must have been a pleasant meeting for 
the delegation was smilling all over

esting part of yesterday's programme 
was the visit of the ambassador to the 
tomb of Gen. Grant on Riverside drive. 
Li Hung Chang had a great admiration 
for Gen. Grant, who was one-of his 
heroex. At an early hour in the fore- 
noon iv crowd began to gather in the 
vicinity of t'.ie Waldorf anxious to get 
a glimpse of the famous Chinaman. 
Acting Inspector Barley with a force 
of 135 policemen stationed around the 
house kept the people from crowding 
around the hotel. There was no cav- 
alry escort, the Mounted policemen 
doing the honors. The programme of 
the viceroy was a personal one, and 
this accounts for the absence of the 
government escort. A dense mass of 
people lined the sidewalks along Fifth 
avenue as far as the eye could see. 
There were blu«coats stationed all 
along the route coverediby the distin- 
guished visitor. 


The Start for Oen. Grant's Tomb. 


Col. Fred D. Grant accompanied by 


his son, Ulysses Grant, and his brother, 
Ulysses Grant of San Diego, Cal, ar- 
rived at the Waldorf at 2:20 o'clock. 
Mrs. 
Grant, tho widow of Gen. Grant, 


who was staying at tho Fifth Avenue 
hotel, was driven to Col Grant's house 
on Sixty-third street, where Li Hung 
Chang was to visit her after the cere- 
mony at the tomb was over. An im- 
mense wreath which the embassador 
•was to place on the tomb of the dead 
general was first carried down stairs 
from the viceroy's apartments. 
This 


wreath, carefully guarded by a mem- 
ber of Li's suite, was placed in a cab 
and taken to the tomb. Precisely at 
3 o'clock Li Hang Chang, escorted by 
Gen. 
Ruger and Col. Grant, came down 


the stairs and walked through the 
corridor of the hotel to the Thirty- 
third street entrance. There a carriage 
was in waiting and Li took his seat in 
it. Col. Grant, Gen. Ruger and the 
official interpreter occupied seats in 
the same carriage. In the second car- 
riage were Gen. Miles, Gen. Horace 
Porter and Henry W. Cannon. Ulysses 
Grant, the son of Col. Fred Grant, 
his uncle, Ulysses Grant, and Mr. Drew 
were in the third carriage. Then 
came the Chinese minister and ex- 
minister to China Qeorga F. Sewcrd. 
In the last carriage were four attend- 
ants of the ambassador. 
Li Hung 


Chang's chair occupied a carriage all to 
itself. The crowd gazed curiously at 
the chair on which the ambassador is 
wont to be deported from place to 
place. 


Knthnilaitlealiy Received. 


Everything was ready in a few min- 


utes and the start for the tomb was 
made at 3:10 o'clock the carriages 
driving at a fair gait up Fifth avenue. 
Li held his famous umbrella over his 
head all the way. He received an en- 
thusiastic ovation from the 30,000 or 
more people who lined the Riverside 
and Morningside drives. A large space 
surrounding the torab had been roped 
in, giving the spectators a good oppor- 
tunity of witnessing the proceedings. 
At the foot of the steps leading to the 
crypt was stationed a sergeant's guard 
from Governor's island. 
A solitary 


policeman stood guard at the gate of 
the tomb. 


Carried In His Vnmone Chair. 


Li Hung Chang and party drove up 


Riverside drive opposite the tomb at 
4:15 
o'clock. 
His appearance was a 


signal for hearty cheering. 
There 


was a short delay while one of the 
Chinese attendants hastened back to a 
rear carriage to bring Li Hung Chang's 
scat and chair. When it arrived h* 
took aj seat in it and was carried by 
four policemen a hundred feet or more, 
'the distance from the road to the 
tomb. He carried an umbrella in one 
hand and a gold mounted cane in tha 
other. The members of the suite fol- 
lowed with the other visitors. 


Placet a Wreath on Grant's Tomb. 


On reaching the top of the flight of 


steps Li alighted. 
The heavy iron 


door leading to the tomb was then 
open. Li, after taking in one hand his 
floral wreath, entered the crypt and 
plp.ced it on the iron.casket. 
Before 


doing1 so he made a profound bow. At 
his hide ware Col. Fred Grant, hia 
brother, U. 8. Grant, and his son, U. 
S. Grant, jr., as well as Lo Fung Lu, 
the Chinese interpreter. On the step* 
out side stood Gen. Ruger, Gen. Horace 
Porter, Col. J. J. MeCoolc. J. H. Sewnrd 
and Capt Mills, A. D. C. to Gen. 
Rujjer. Several members of the vice- 
roj'a suite, including his son, Lord 
Li, also stood uear the entrance. The 
occasion seemed to affect Li deeply. 
In conversation with Col. Grant he 
referred to bis warm admiration ol 


the late general's qualities. 
One of 


the leading reasons, he added, for re- 
turning home by America was to visit 
his friend's grave. 


Bpent Twenty Mlnnte* 1m the Tomb. 
Through the interpreter he made 


many inquiries about the mausoleum, 
now building, and towards which he 
forwarded Hon. John Russell Young 
a check for 8500. After remaining 
standing for twenty minutes alongside 
of the casket Li uttered several words 
in Chinese and made a profound bow. 
Stepping backward to the door he re- 
peated the same words to himself and 
made a second bow. Then he with- 
drew. As he seated himself in the 
sedan, chair the crowd uttered a rous- 
cheer. 
This seemed to pleasa him 


greatly for he gently nodded his head. 
The entire party then entered car riages 
and were driven through Morningside 
park and Central park and Fifth ave- 
nue to the residence of Colonel Grant 
in East 63d street. There a crowd of 
'3,000 people awaited him. Li declined 
the use of the sedan chair and leaning 
on the arms of Gen. Ruger and Col. 
Grant, he ascended the flight of car- 
peted stairs. At tha door he was met 
by Ulysses S. Grant, son of the late 
general The other members of the 
party followed. 


Li'* Vlilt to MM. Grant* 


The viceroy was conducted to the 


parlor where he was received by Mrs. 
Grant, widow of the general. 
She 


stood near a large oil painting of her 
late husband. Mrs. Grant and IA are 
old friends, and the meeting was af- 
fecting. Mrs. Grant met his excellency 
in China in 1879, when accompanying 
Gen. 
Grant on bis trip around the 


world. The viceroy was presented to 
all the invited guests. He spoke feel- 
ingly to Mrs. Gen. Grant of the great 
loss she had sustained in the death ol 
her husband and said that he would 
always ceierish the general's memory. 
Then the viceroy presented Mrs. Grant 
with several pieces of valuable bro- 
caded silk, a rare Chinese vase and a 
number of chests of tea. He also 
presented U. 8. Grant, jr., son of Col. 
Grant, with a valuable Jade stone. The 
viceroy seemed to enjoy his visit 
greatly. Refreshments were served in 
the dining room. Li contented himself 
with taking two oups of tea and after- 
wards smoking a few cigarettes. The 
visit lasted an hour. When Li was on 
the point of leaving Mrs. Grant pre- 
sented him with a large-sized steel en- 
graving of her husband. Col. Grant's 
gift to his visitor was a terrestrial 
globe. Li Hung Chang, accompanied 
by Col. Grant, reached the Waldorf oa 
his return at 6:45 p. m. 
> 
Mi Receptliin at Wait Point. 


West Point, N. Y., Aug. 30.—Upon 


his arrival here this afternoon Li Hung 
Chang, the Chinese ambassador, will 
be met at the landing by CoL Ernst 
and his military staff. 
The distin- 


guished party will be conveyed in car- 
riages to the parade grounds under 
the escort of the cavalry detachment, 
accompanied by Captain Parker.

The meeting is likely to be an 
exceedingly lively and interesting one, 
despite the fact that the anarchists will 
be kept out of the congress, for there 
is certain to ba' a row over the up- 
heaval which has occurred within the 
fold of the Vorwarts, the leading or- 
gan of the German socialists, six of the 
editors of which journal, headed by 
Dr. Adolf Brann, published a protest 
in the leading oolums of the Vorwarts 
on Thursday denouncing Herr Lieb- 
necht's dictatorial management of the 
paper. Whether Llebnepht be pres- 
ent in Berlin or absent from the city 
he absolutely controls the policy ol 
the Vorwarts without even the pre- 
tense of consulting with his colleagues. 


The Ministerial Orlmls. 


The temporary silence of the German 


newspapers In regard to the ministerial 
crisis does not imply that the emperor 
has arranged with Frince Hohenlohe 
that the latter shall retain tha chan- 
cellorship, nor does the announcement 
of the Reichsanzeiger, the official ga- 
zette, that a bill for the reform of the 
military judicial procedure is to be con- 
sidered by the bundesrath, avert the 
resignation of the chancellor or remove 
the probability of a' confict between 
the kaiser and the reichstag. The fact 
is that a great deal dependa upon the 
nature of the measure placed before 
the bundesrath. If tha emperor as- 
sents to the reform demanded by the 
reichstag making the military tribu- 
nals independent proceedings and tha 
supreme military court's final proceed- 
ings public no constitutional struggle 
will arise over this question. But the 
emperor certainly will not assent to 
such a measure and every one knowing 
the exact situation still expects that 
the matter will give rise to a fight in 
the reichstag of tha gravest character 
in defense of the constitutional au- 
thority against the court cabals. It 
Prince Hohenlohe retires after seeing 
the visit of the czar to Breslau con 
eluded, his retirement .will be the sig- 
nal for a general rising against tha 
emperor's secret advisers, his military- 
cabinet, his naval cabinet and his civil 
cabinet, which are now practically rul- 
ing the affairs of 'the empire.

Hay Be Kindled Into' Danger.

31.—An extraordinary instance 


of the readily excited anti-foreign in- 
flammability of the lower orders ia 
China has just occurred at Foo Chow. 
On the 19th of July some foreigner* 
accompanied by their servants, went for 
a short excursion from that city and 
arriving at the temple of the Goddess 
of Mercy, in the suburbs, entered into 
conversation with the abbess as to the 
meaning of some votive bags suspended 
in the temple. The abbess explained 
that the bags contained the names of 
children who, on being attacked by 
smallpox, were brought to the temple 
and offered at the altar of the goddess, 
after which ceremony—supposed to 
save their lives—they were taken away, 
the bags containing their names being 
left in their stead. White this conver- 
sation was going on a crowd of chil- 
dren collected outside and began cry- 
Ing out "foreign devils." The foreign- 
ers took no notice, but their servants 
rebuked the children, telling them that 
if they did not dasUt, the foreigners 
would catch them. The children ran 
oft ia alarm and reported to their 
parenta that foreigners had come to 
secure and carry them off. 
A panic 


quickly ensued. The alarm was given 
and amid the beating of gongs a large 
number of peasants and 
rowdies, 


variously armed, began to assemble 
for the purpose of attacking the for- 
eigners in the nunnery. Fortunately 
the elders of the place succeeded in 
quieting the tumult and the foreigners 
got home without any knowledge) of 
the fate they had so barely escaped. 


Absurd anpenltlona. 


But the train had been fired. Ru- 


mors were quickly spread that tho for- 
eigners then 
engaged in building 


at Ching Yang wanted a number of 
children to bury at toe foundations of 
the new houses, the ground being in- 
conveniently soft, and were also about 
to steal all the name bags in the tem- 
ples, to be used as charms. A general 
stampede of children and families took 
place, some flying from Foo Chow and 
others running to'it for refugip. Somu 
boats arriving at a place fifteen\mile8 
down the river were seen to be 
manned by persons wearing light 
jackets and Japanese-made straw hats. 
Thrso were mistaken for foreigners 
come to seize the name bags in tli# 
temple, Ihe priests, closing the doors 
in apprehension of a riot, were ac- 
cused of having been bribe by the for- 
eigners, and iii the si'qutfl tlio temp's 
doors were broken iu, the priests bad- 
ly beaten and all the name bags re- 
covered by the 
people, who then 


started en masse for Foo Chow. 'Hie 
story constitutes a striking commen- 
tary of tlie ideas entertained about 
foreigners by tho lower order in 
China.

TWO DAYS IN A TYPHOON. 


Then the Shin Tarn O'Sheater Failed 


Through Ml(si of Snakei. 


New York, Aug. 30.— The clipper 


ship Tarn O'Shanter of Portland, Me., 
has arrived here from Hong Kong 
after an eventful passage of 110 days. 
Capt. Peabody reports that when two 
days out from Kong Kong he encoun- 
tered a heavy typhoon lasting forty- 
eight hours. The storm was accom- 
panied by a tremendous rain storm 
which deluged the ship for two whole 
days, accompanied by severe thunder 
and lightning. Capt. Peabody, who is 
not prone to telling fish or snake stor- 
ies, reports that off the coast of Borneo 
the ship passed through fifty miles of 
water literally covered with snakes ot 
all sizes and colors. Such large num- 
bers of snakes are frequently seen in 
eastern seas. 


Zaato Cnrranta for the United States.

can consul at Zante, Greece, announces 
the JJi-st shipment of Z&nta currant* 
to the United States in several years, 
the last tariff act (Gorman bill) having 
abolished the discrimination against 
these currants under the McKinley 
statue.
